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A Notice of Abandonment mailed February 25, 2003 for the above-identified patent 
application was received by our office on March 4, 2003. The Notice indicates that applicant 
failed to reply to the Final Office Action mailed May 6, 2002, while acknowledging receipt of the 
Amendment After Final mailed on July 6, 2002. 

Applicant submits respectfully that the holding of abandonment should be withdrawn in 
view of the Examiner's agreement to enter the Amendment After Final on August 12, 2002. 
Specifically, as indicated in the attached interview summaries, the Examiner agreed not only to 
withdraw finality and enter the Amendment After Final, but also to issue a new Office Action. 
Moreover, the Examiner confirmed the existence of this agreement on November 6, 2002 in 
response to a telephonic interview by applicant's patent counsel Eduardo Drake regarding the 
status of the expected Office Action. 

On January 28, 2003, nearly three months after the 6-month date of November 6 th and his 
confirmation of the agreement, the Examiner mailed an Advisory Action, rather than the agreed 
upon Office Action, thereby placing the application on a course to receive the Notice of 
Abandonment. In response to the receipt of the late Advisory Action, applicant's patent counsel 
Eduardo Drake re-interviewed the Examiner by telephone on February 1 1th and 19*, and the 
Examiner acknowledged not only the existence of the agreement, but also the error in issuing the 
Advisory Action, rather than the agreed upon Office Action. 

Id view of the erroneous Advisory Action, applicant requests respectfully that the 
Advisory Action be withdrawn, that a new Office Action be issued, and that theholding of 
abandonment be withdrawn. v/Cl . , m . f
